Lake Street Repaving 
Planned—At No Cost 


Lake Street through Bloom- 


ingdale will be repaved at no 
cost to the village, Stanley Hav- 
erkampf, village president, said 
Wednesday. 


The expected $1 million proj- 


ect will include resurfacing and 
left turn bays at Roselle-Bloom- 
ingdale Road, according to Sig- 
mund Ziejewski, Illinois Dist. 1 
highway engineer. 


Resurfacing of Lake Street or 


Route 20 will begin east of Bart- 
lett and continue along a 7V4- 
mile stretch to about 
Swift 


Road, said Ziejewski. 


Bids will be let in July or Au-

Parade, Phone Calls 
To Encourage 'Yes' 


Bloomingdale's 21-cent educa- 


tional tax hike referendum will i 
get an extra push tomorrow 
with a parade and a telephone 
campaign by the Citizen's Advi- 
sory Committee (CAC). 


The parade of about 50 cars 


will wind its way through thei 
village with "vote yes" signs, j 
Cars will be packed with stu- 
d e n t 
c o u n c i l 
members, 


cheerleaders 
and other 
stu- 


At the same time, 45 volun- 


teers are scheduled to call resi- 
dents and remind them to vote. 


THE GROUP is pushing for a 


tax hike that would raise the 
education fund's levy to $1.59 
per $100 of assessed valuation. 


This, they feel, is necessary 


to offset the growing enrollment 
and lessening valuation behind 
each pupil. 


In seven years the student en- 


rollment in the district has in- 
creased 88.3 per cent from 345 
to 654 while the assessed valu- 
ation behind each pupil has de- 
creased by 29.3 per cent, CAC 
says. 


This means the assessed valu- 


ation behind each pupil I 
gone down from $25,238 to $17,- 
834 — about $403 collected each 
year to educate each child white 
the district has needed $590 to 
do the job. 


THE DIFFERENCE has been 


gradually paid during the years, 
resulting in a $104,000 deficit 
budget. The district is ap- 
proaching its legal limits and 
cannot afford more deficit fi- 
nancing. 


At the same time teachers 


salaries, which account for 81 
per cent of the educational fund 
budget, are expected to go up 
next year, CAC said. 


If the anticipated base salary 


increases to $7,500 ($1,200 more 
than last year's base) as recom- 
mended by the DuPage Valley 
Division of the Illinois Educa- 
tion Association (DVD-IEA), the 
total increase in the educational 
fund would be $45,000, CAC 
said. 


"TO OBTAIN and hold good 


teachers, we have to pay higher 
salaries or at least be com- 
petitive with other school dis- 
tricts," according to CAC. 


A 21-cent increase would add 


about $11 to a total present $300 
tax bill or about $33 to a total 
present $900 tax bill for Dist. 13 
residents. 


The polls at Central School,

The education fund is estab- 


lished by law to provide money 
to pay for teachers' salaries, 
desks, chairs, insturctional ma- 
terials, supplies and other oper- 
ational expenses of the school 
system.

Approval Urged 
For School Levy 


For the third time in less than a year the Bloom- 


ingdale School District is asking its voters to increase 
the educational fund levy 21 cents to $1.59 per $100 of 
assessed valuation. 


And for the third time "political" problems — some of 


them petty — threaten to drown out the great need for 
solving the educational problems. 


Of four elementary school districts posing similar 


referenda last June, only Bloomingdale's was defeated 
in an apathetic 270 total vote count. 


Apathy killed the referendum by 46 votes. Forty-six 


persons made the decision for the approximately 1,600 
registered voters in the district. 


In the second try in September, Catholic voters, in- 


censed over the school board's decision not to partici- 
pate in a shared-time physical education program for 
St. Walter's students to take in the Roselle School Dis- 
trict, got out a less apathetic "no" vote and helped 
defeat the referendum in a 2-to-l total vote of 565. 


No doubt, apathy and such "partisan" interests were 


not the only reasons the referenda were defeated. 


Add to that list older persons whose children are 


grown and educated and therefore feel no responsibility 
to help educate other children as other taxpayers helped 
educate their children; young homeowners so short- 
sighted they are not willing to make an investment in 
education for their future children; and worst, the petty 
few who can't overlook personality differences for the 
good of the whole. 


It costs $590 to educate each child each year —and 


the district is operating on a $104,000 deficit budget. 


Since the first two referenda were defeated, the dis- 


trict has had to eliminate remedial reading classes and 
advanced education classes. 


The "free busing" issue, even though it was caused 


by financial problems in another fund, threatens to 
scuttle passage of the referendum Saturday by persons 
who do not understand the issue. 


Passage or defeat of Saturday's referendum will 


have no effect on the curtailment of free busing for 
district children living within 1% miles of their school. 


This involves another one of the eight separate 


funds set up by law under the school code, and is anoth- 
er problem with another set of possible solutions 


Even if the referendum was to be passed Saturday, 


the financial benefits would not be felt next year or the 
next, and more program cutbacks will undoubtedly 
come. 


Passage of the referenda tomorrow is the only way 


to pull the district out of an ever-deepening hole

Taxpayer relief from "soaring 


township taxes" was singled out 
this week as the chief campaign 
theme in Bloomingdale Town- 
ship by Edward H. Rossi, 
Democratic candidate for town- 
ship supervisor. 


Rossi, of Glen Ellyn Coun- 


tryside, pledged an all-out effort 
to reduce salaries proposed for 
the 
supervisor 
in tentative 


budgets prepared by the in- 
cumbents. 


"THE SUPERVISOR'S sala- 


ry, amounting to some $15,000 is 
out of line and taxpayers must 
unite at the annual town meet- 
ing April l to hold the line," he 
said. 


"Township 
spending 
has 


doubled in the four years that 
the 
present supervisor has 


served. 


"We must not reward this 


spendthrift government by in- 
creased salaries or allowing 
them to stay in office," he told 
Democratic committeemen at a 
recent meeting. 


Rossi said the incumbent su- 


pervisor, Pat Savaiano, and as- 
sistant supervisor, Jack Wall, 
each collected more than $7,000 
from county board per diems 
and forest preserve claims in 
1968. 


He added the supervisor now 


receives more than $5,00 Ofrom 
the township and has asked an- 
other $1,800 in budgets to be 
presented at a hearing March 
25. 


THE FINAL vote at the an- 


nual town meeting April 1 will 
determine the budget. 


"During my opponent's ad- 


ministration (since 1965), the 
budgets for the township gener- 
al fund rose from $65,000 to 
$138,500," said Rossi. 


"County levies have almost 


tripled in the same period and 
the one-party (Republican) mo- 
nopoly is to blame."

He also questioned the $3,000 


compensation 
budgeted 
for 


township clerk, up from $2,100. 


It is "higher than that for 


clerk in any DuPage County 
township except Addison, Milton 
and York, which are all much 
larger," he said. 


Rossi said he and Robert 


Burt, Democratic nominee for 
clerk, 
were 
convinced 
that 


workloads for the offices they 
seek can be reasonably handled 
for $1,000 less. 


Dean Henricksen of Roselle, 


Democratic candidate for an- 
sistant supervisor, said pub- 
lished average per diems of 
county board members of $5,300 
per year were greatly exceeded 
by the two Bloomingdale Town- 
ship members. 


"MY OPPONENT collected 


more than $7,500 from the coun- 
ty in his part-time capacity," 
Henricksen said. 


Burt said the clerk's work 


was chiefly handled by a ca- 
pable full-time office staff and 
suggested that salary hikes be

tempt to continue to maintain

CNS DEPENDS on Commu- 


nity Chest and United Fund con- 
tributions for part of its sup- 
port.

tal, thus freeing a hospital bed 
for an acutely ill patient. 


In 1968, 581 hospital beds were 


freed in this way for acutely ill 
patients through a continued 
care coordination program. 


In this program a staff mem- 


ber works with the hospitals, 
p h y s c i a n s and families of 
patients in arranging the exten- 
sion of professional nursing and 
rehabilitation services from the 


hospital to the patient's home. 


"In DuPage County we have 


a network of home services, 
a g e c y resources,

"The health care system is |

The Redmond bill would give 


neighbors a chance to be heard on 
changes like this, as well as those 
affecting ground traffic or the func- 
tioning of municipal governments. 


Air travel is a great servant of 


man, its contributions to modern 
society are incalculable. 


However, the convenience and 


comfort of thousands of people liv- 
ing in suburbs cannot be wholly dis- 
missed. They should be given an op- 
portunity to be heard before such 
major changes are approved. 


We hope the Senate and governor

What it all boils down to is 
that parents, even with all the more lei- 
sure hours they now have, don't take the 
time to give their children a proper home 
education in every basic fact of life. 


WE'RE LIVING in a society today 


where sex has been made into something 
dirty and evil. Yet sex is also a God-given 
gift. It isn't something dirty or evil — it is 
something wonderful and beautiful for two 
married people in love If your children 
have been honestly and lovingly given the 
information they need, just what are you 
worned about? If they were to be in a sex 
education class at school, don't you feel 
they could accept this if you yourself had 
given them the education of life they need, 


or have you failed your children and stuck 
your head in the sand? 


As for the educators trying to put sex 


education in our schools — I say thank 
God for them. Youngsters who won't re- 
ceive this education at home won't be left 
to find out from the locker rooms and 
street corners. 


I have three children whose questions 


are honestly answered. They've seen films 
on TV about the beginning of life and the 
births of human and animal babies. I 
wouldn't oppose their attending classes at 
school on sex education. They have a 
mother and father who believe in letting 
them know and giving them the informa- 
tion on where they came from. I know 
they won't be hurt by such a class. If they 
would have questions, I'm sure they'd dis- 
cuss them with my husband and myself. 
They trust us to give them honest an- 
swers.

of the church to meet me over at the 
Crystal Ship. The place wa\ a mess; ciga- 
rette butts were everywhere ground into 
the floor. Even one of the elders admitted 
that the signs on the wall looked like com- 
munism. 


The next evening I again attended Crys- 


*al Ship, this time with another couple 
Vhen the cashier saw the three of us, he 
urned the sign around to read the out- 
rageous price of $1.50. As you can see, 
they don't want adults there, and they dis-

ing one night session and I now ask what 
is all the money going for' Certainly all 
the proceeds are not for the lone guitar 
player or combo. Who is in charge of ac- 
counting for the money? What is it spent 
for' 


I believe in a good youth program but it 


must be morally clean and Christian 
throughout its operation. Crystal Ship is 
not that kind of operation, nor do we want 
it on church property or for that matter in 
Mount Prospect.

Marijuana: Seed to Schoolroom 


Smoking 'PoV: Who Says It's Harmless?

That was the description of a 


marijuana "high" as exper- 
ienced by a 31-year-old New 


Yorker. He stys he smokes a 
marijuana cigarette about once 
in six months and sees no 
reason 
why it shouldn't be 


legalized.

His description of marijuana's' 


effects—relaxation, 
waves of 


euphoria, some unbalanced con-, 
versatlons 
but 
no loss 
of 


physical equilibrium, a craving 
for sweets, no "morning after" 
hangover—do not sound alarm- 
ing, and most people know or 
know of someone who suffers 
much more harmful 
effects 


from alcohol. 


The comparison between alco- 


hol 
and 
marijuana 
is 
not 


uncommon, ranging from the 
high school girl who noted 
"adults drink booze, we smoke 
pot," 
to the 24-year-old New 


Jersey girl who uses both 
moderately 
and 
says 
she 


prefers marijuana because it 
isn't fattening. Both the teen- 
ager and the older girl believe 
marijuana or "pot" should be 
legalized 


Dr Henry Brill, director ofi 


New York State's Pilgrim State1 


(mental) Hospital in Brentwood, 
Long Island, is strongly opposed I 


to legalization of marijuana and 
he finds backing in the same 
alcohol analogy. 


"The two are not the same," 


Dr. Brill said. "There are 
similarities. 
You 
can 
have 


chronim alcoholism and chronic 
cannabism." (Cannabis is the 
scientific name for the hemp 
plant from which marijuana is 
derived.) 


"We now have an estimated 


five million alcoholics in this 
country, and 30,000 to 40,000 
deaths a year are traced to 
alcohol one way or another. It 
doesn't seem logical to create 
another 
problem 
similar 
to 


alcohol." 


Dr. Brill added the two were 


not identical in effect, and he 
said if alcohol had never been 
legal in the United States, he 
would not favor making it so. 
Prohibition, 
however, proved 


that such taboos cannot be 
enforced when a custom is long- 
established. Marijuana, howev- 
er, has no such history in the 
United States. 


"I am strongly against the 


legalization of marijuana," he 
said, "and I 
am 
strongly 


against the message it would 
carry to the public—that this is 
a harmless or relatively harm- 
less drug. It isn't." 


The psychiatrist does not 


unrealistically threaten mari- 
juana experimenters 
with an 


inevitable 
slide 
into 
drug 


addiction. Warnings such as 
that fall on deaf ears when 
young people—and some older 
ones—have tried marijuana and 
found themselves able to smoke 
it or leave it alone. 


"There are two main dan- 


gers," Dr. Brill said in an 
interview. "One is acute patho- 
logical 
intoxication 
from 
a 


relatively small dose—that is, a 
person 
could experience 
an 


acute psychotic episode.

ing instability produces this 
effect.

Doctor in the Kitchen 


More About Those 
Precious Vitamins 


by DR. LAURENCE HURSH 


Today is the fourth of our 


series of columns on the fat- 
soluble and water-soluble vita- 
mins. Of the latter, last week 
we c o v e r e d the essential 
B-vitamins, thiamin and ri- 
boflavin. 
Today 
we'll talk 


about niacin, pyridoxine, pan- 
tothenic acid, folic acid, vita- 
min B12 and vitamin C. 


Niacin is the vitamin that 


prevents pellagra, a dread dis- 
ease that plagued the world 
until 
nutrition 
investigators, 


beginning in 1914, began to 
crack the 
mystery 
of its 


causes. Niacin helps keep the 
nervous system 
healthy, it 


helps the cells use other nutri- 
ents, and it helps keep your 
skin, your mouth and tongue 
and your appetite and diges- 
tive tract in good condition. 


IMPORTANT food sources 


are peanut butter, meat, fish, 
poultry, enriched 
or whole 


grain breads and cereals and 
milk (which is high in an 
amino acid, tryptophan, which 
the body converts to niacin and 
is thus classed as a niacin 
equivalent). 


Pyridoxine and pantothenie 


acid complete the five B vita- 
mins (the others are thiamin, 
riboflavin 
and 
niacin) 
that 


serve as catalysts that have 
important and often 
related 


functions of helping us build up 
and maintain our body cells 
and tissues. 


The best food sources of py- 


ridoxine are muscle meats, liv- 
er, vegetables and whole grain 
cereals. Few foods are poor 
sources of this vitamin. Milk 
suffices to supply infants with 
adequate amounts. Pantothenie 
acid is available through a 
wide choice of foods. Liver and 
eggs are especially good 


sources. Broccoli, white and 
sweet potatoes, tomatoes, mo- 
lasses are quite high in this 
vitamin. 


FOLIC ACID and vitamin 


B12 work together to combat 
anemia. Folic acid is neces- 
sary if your bone marrow is to 
do its job of manufacturing 
blood cells. Vitamin B12 is es- 
sential for animal growth. We 
are not sure, but it may have a 
growth promoting 
effect 
jn 


man. 


Pernicious anemia is the 


serious disease due to too little 
vitamin B12. This is due not to 
too little vitamin B12 in the 
diet but, rather, to a failure of 
the intestinal tract to absorb 
this vitamin. A great deal 
more needs to be known to de- 
termine the full role of vitamin 
B12 in body processes and its 
absorption by the body from 
food. Meantime, its importance 
in p r e v e n t i n g pernicious 
anemia suffices to class it es- 
sential in your diet. 


GOOD FOODS for obtaining 


folic acid include liver, dry 
beans, lentils, asparagus, broc- 
coli and spinach. Others in- 
clude lima beans, 
cabbage, 


sweet corn, turnip greens, let- 
tuce, beet greens and whole 
wheat products. Vitamin B12 is 
found in animal protein foods 
such as liver, kidney, muscle 
meats, milk, cheese, fish and 
eggs. 
The variety of foods involved 
in giving you enough of these 
vitamins is an excellent dem- 
onstration of why nutritionists 
promote the four food groups 
for daily meal planning. All of 
us simply cannot be dietitians. 
So we need a more general ap- 
proach to feeding our families 
adequately, including getting 
enough of every essential vita- 
min.

State Gym Preview: Boys to Watch

The gymnastics squad that Arlington coach Tom Walthouse 


has put together this year certainly rates as the best Illinois has 
seen in the past, and it may well be one of the strongest gym 
units this state — or any other, for that matter — will ever see. 


Barring 
unforeseen 
catast- 


rophe — a rash of injuries, a 
number 
of Card 
performers 


missing on their routines, or 
something similar — Arlington 
should capture its fourth state 
gymnastics title since the Illi- 
nois High School Association be- 
gan sponsoring the meets in the 
mid-1050's, and its fifth overall. 


It was just ten years ago this 


week that the Cards netted their 
first IHSA-sponsored title, up- 
setting a strongly favored Pro- 
viso East. The Cards qualified 
13 men — a lucky 13 it turned 
out — for the meet, and nine of 
those made it to the finals. In 
all, the Card gymnasts earned 
110% points in the meet, while 
runner-up York totaled 97. 
Touted Proviso finished with 
94 V4 in third. 


THIS YEAR it's the Cards 


who are being touted, and it is 
possible 
that another school 


might sneak past the Cards into 
a state title, though not likely. 
But, to emphasize a point, it is 
possible. 


And so that fans will have a 


fair idea of the competition Ar- 
lington will get in the meet, be- 
low is a partial rating of the 
state's best performers on each 
event, and the top teams in the 
state. 


First the teams: Arlington 


heads the list with 11 boys qual- 
ified in 18 events, including two 
all-around. Next is Hinsdale 
Central, district winner at Glen- 
bard East, with 10 boys quali- 
fied in 18 events and three all- 
around boys. 


EVANSTON, Niles East and 


Thornton probably rank next in 
the meet. The Wildkits finished 
second to Niles in the Elk 
Grove District, but qualified 
seven boys in eight positions, 
while Niles qualified only three 
gymnasts in nine 
positions. 


Thornton captured the district 
title at Oak Park, putting 11 
men in 13 positions, one in all- 
around. 


All-around will be particularly 


important this year with the 
new scoring system that awards 
21 points to first, 19 to second, 
18 to third, and so on. If, for 
example, Hinsdale places its 
three all-around men high, that 
could mean the state title. 


At the same time, with 11 


men qualified, the new point 
system gives Arlington a boost 
too: if the Cards can place at 
least one man in the top ten of 
every event, they should take 
the meet title easily. And in 
tumbling-free exercise, particu- 
larly, chances are good of Ar- 
lington placing three men in the 


top ten — which could mean 45- 
55 points for one event!

(Tom Walthouse is the highly successful coach of the 


equally successful Arlington gymnastics team which today 
and tomorrow bids for Us second straight gymnastics state 
championship at Niles West. After his squad captured the 
state title last year, Walthouse was named Illinois Coach of 
the Year. This year another honor has come his way; he has 
been invited by the Internation Gym Federation to the World 
coaches Symposium in Switzerland, one of only three Ameri- 
can gymnastics coaches to be so honored. 


To enhance the fan's appreciation of gymnastics, Walthouse 


explains some of the factors that determine a gymnast's 
score: 


Half the value of a performer's exercise is based on the 


execution of his routine, other vital factors entering into the 
judging of a routine are the degree of difficulty of the tricks the 
performer includes in his routine and the originality of his rou- 
tine 


Sine* a routine consists of 10-12 tricks, you will have an 


ample number of opportunities to observe execution. 


For example, watch for pointed toes. If they are not point- 


ed, then 0 1 points is deducted Also watch for feet together, if 
they're not, it's another 02-0.3 points deduction 
If a per- 


former's arms are not straight in the execution of his tricks, 
the penalty is 0 2-0 5 points deducted from his score 


Also watch for outstanding mounts and dismounts. They can 


make a superior routine out of an average one. For example, 
a boy who mounts or dismounts his apparatus with a high 
difficulty trick can add considerably to his chances of a 
higher score. If a dismount is executed particularly well, 0.3 
points can be added by the judges to the overall value of 
his performance. If the boy falters, however, deduct 0.1 point 
for every step. 


It should also be noted that in district and state meets, any 


boy who comes off the apparatus, or misses, can remount and 
take a one point deduction from his score 


Now, what to look for in each event- 
On the trampoline, watch for the boy who works high and 


has exccellent form As in all gymnastics events, the performer 
on the trampoline should keep his legs straight, toes pointeo. 
Included in his routine should be some double and twisting 
somersault work, going both forward and backward Watch par- 
ticularly the mounts and dismounts, they could make the differ- 
ence between a state champion and a second or third place 
performer 


On the side horse, execution is of prime Importance. The 


performer isn't allowed to touch his legs on the sides of the 
horse, though he must work all areas of the horse, up ind 
down and both sides. High work again is important, as when 
the performer Is executing the scissors, a required move- 
ment. The higher he kicks his legs, toes straight and arms 
unbent at the elbows, the higher his score. 


On the high bar, the performer should predominantly do 


giant swings. A hint notice his grip on the bar, whether his 
hands are in an inverted position. If so, he will earn a higher 
score from the judges, since this is a difficult trick. The per- 
former should work both sides of the bar, and there should be a 
release where the performer glides over the bar to a regrasp — 
this is very difficult Again watch the mount and dismount for 
high degrees of difficulty. 


On the paralell bars the boy should perform mostly swing- 


ing moves with at least one held position and a strength move- 
ment where he presses into something like the handstand. He 
should also include a release of the bars with a high element of 
risk — element of risk, or difficulty, is one of the prime things 
a performer is judged on Again, watch his dismount, see if he 
earns an extra 0 3 points for a high-value dismount 


On the still rings, the performer's routine should include 


some swining, some strength and, of course, good mounts and 
dismounts. Watch for the boy who shows a giant swing — 
which starts from the hand stand position and conies down in 
a swing back into a hand stand. A hint: the boy who can do 
that twice in his routine will capture a lot of points. But just 
to show a move without any execution or style isn't enough, it 
has to be performed well. Also, a boy who has too many 
strength moves in his routines and not enough swing will be 
penalized. Swings should be 60% or more of a routine. Again 
watch for that dismount — if a boy can finish off a high 
difficulty routine with a high difficulty dismount, he'll collect 
those extra 0.3 points. 


The tumbling-free exercise competition lasts about 45 sec- 


onds to a minute, with the performer making three or four trips 
down the mat. In tumbling, you need quickness, grace, show- 
manship and poise. The boy must show strength with a hand- 
stand that lasts at least two seconds. Watch the mounts and 
dismounts again, but particularly the dismounts. If a boy can 
go through a basically difficult routine and polish it off with a 
very stylish and difficult dismount, and still look fresh, then 
he'll get those 0 3 points again.

And for the third time "political" problems — some of 


them petty — threaten to drown out the great need for 
solving the educational problems. 


Of four elementary school districts posing similar 


referenda last June, only Bloomingdale's was defeated 
in an apathetic 270 total vote count. 


Apathy killed the referendum by 46 votes. Forty-six 


persons made the decision for the approximately 1,600 
registered voters in the district. 


In the second try in September, Catholic voters, in- 


censed over the school board's decision not to partici- 
pate in a shared-time physical education program for 
St. Walter's students to take in the Roselle School Dis- 
trict, got out a less apathetic "no" vote and helped 
defeat ihe referendum in a 2-to-l total vote of 565. 


No doubt, apathy and such "partisan" interests were 


not the only reasons the referenda were defeated. 


Add to that list older persons whose children are 


grown and educated and therefore feel no responsibility 
to help educate other children as other taxpayers helped 
educate their children; young homeowners so short- 
sighted they are not willing to make an investment in 
education for their future children; and worst, the petty 
few who can't overlook personality differences for the 
good of the whole.

Call Sensitivity Training 
A Way to Gain Self-Esteem 
*/ 


Sensitivity training, according 


to Dr. Donald Thomas, Superin- 
tendent of schools for Dist. 59, 
is not presently being planned 
— to his knowledge — as part 
of the curriculum for district 
schools. 


He said this during a meeting 


of the district's school commu- 
nity council, during a lecture 
aimed at defining "sensitivity 
training." 


Ideally, Thomas said, it's a 


method for people to enhance, 


t h r o u g h group participation, 
their own values. Properly con- 
ducted, directed by qualified 
leaders, Thomas feels sensi- 
tivity training can be whole- 
some. 


IT'S NOT therapy, but a mind 


expanding experience, he in- 
dicated. Thomas said the con- 
cept is ancient: Socrates used it 
in Greece when scholars were 
asked to explain their definition 
of many key words. 


Sensitivity training, according 


to Thomas, is a process by 
which a person solidifies his 
own self-image, 
and realizes 


that his individuality 
is pre- 


cious. Once the person is con- 
vinced that he is a valuable hu- 
man commodity, he also real- 
izes that every human life is 
equally valuable 


He also pointed out some pit- 


falls of sensitivity training. "In 
its violent extreme," Thomas 
said in response to a question 
from the audience, "it is the 


North Korean brand of brain- 
washing. They submitted pris- 
oners to extreme physical and 
mental torture Permitted no 
rest. 
Eventually, the prisons 


were ready to say and believe 
anything the leader' directed " 


Thomas emphasized that such 


sensitivity training is not whole- 
some.

to pinpoint the positive aspects 
of the individual, feeling that 
the person will reduce his weak- 
nesses by basing his actions on 
his strengths. 


2. CAN HUMAN behavior be 


modified by attacking and de- 
stroying his personal values7 
Thomas said that is the type of 
brainwashing used by Commu- 
nists against American service- 
men. 


Another approach is the Fruc- 


dian Theory that all males have 
an Oedipus complex. Human be- 
havior can't be explained that 
simply, Thomas said. 


3. Can man change his behav- 


ior or does he have to be in- 
fluenced by an outside force? 
Negative 
sensitivity 
training 


practioners, Thomas explained, 
feel that a man does not know 
good from evil unless he is told 


4. SHOULD BASIC behavioral 


changes be attempted early in 
life, or when a person is ma- 
ture Thomas feels it can be 
harmful to try and change the 
value structure of older people

working weekends only, by con- 
ducting sensitivity training ses- 
sions " He said he has attended 
a workshop on the subject in 
Bethel, Maine. He does not feel 
that institution provides 
the 


type of training to prepare a 
session leader to operate on the

He offered some points to con- 


sider when evaluating a sensi- 
tivity training program. "Select 
a highly competent leader Such 
a person needs at least a mas- 
ter's degree in psychology, a 
doctorate in philosophy, or a 
doctorate in divinity. 


"No adult should enter such a 


session under any form of pres- 
sure. He should sincerely desire 
to attend, not be shamed into it 
by colleagues 


"AS SOON AS anyone in the 


group starts practicing psy- 
chology, get out 
Sensitivity 


training is not therapy, but a 
way to gain self-esteem." 


Thomas said participants in 


sensitivity training should not 
attend 
"marathon 
sessions," 


which can last 24, 48, or 56 
hours. "Such sessions lead to 
fatigue, people drop their guard 
excessively and say things they 
regret later. This can lead to 
guilt, shame, and destroy any 
positive 
value 
the 
program 


might otherwise have." 


A man asked, "Couldn't such 


sessions tend to reduce a group 
to a common denominator9 


Wouldn't persons with higher 
values tend to think they are 
trying too hard to be good, and 
lower their standards? 


Thomas answered, "It's like a 


classroom situation. It depends 
on the teacher. 
The better 


teacher will have a group, say 


four and five. When the term is 
over, he will have a wider 
spread — probably fours and 
tens. The poor teacher, on the 
other hand, will cause the group 
to be more nearly equal." 


THOMAS SAID that any use 


of s e n s i t i v i t y training in 
schools, in his opinion, should 
be restricted to children with 
strong behavioral problems. He 
stresses that such programs are 
not to his knowledge, in Dist. 
59's plans. 


He reported, however, that 


about 30 faculty members are 
now involved in related ses- 
sions. Three of them are princi- 
p a l s : 
Richard Jenness of 


Bonnes; Harold Hoeksema of 
Grant Ward and Tom Powers of 
High Ridge Knolls. 


With faculty members, they

The gymnastics squad that Arlington coach Tom Walthouse 


has put together this year certainly rates as the best Illinois has 
seen in the past, and it may well be one of the strongest gym 
units this state — or any other, for that matter — will ever see. 


Barring

rophe — a rash of injuries, a

Boundary Shifts 
Are Only Natural 


by DON BRANNAN 


Schaumburg Township is now experiencing a build- 


ing boom, and the pupil population in Dist. 54 continues 
to increase. An estimated enrollment of 12,000 pupils is 
expected in the district's schools next September. 


It Is only natural that there will be some shifting of 


school boundaries in the future in order to balance the 


number of pupils in the district's avail- 
able classrooms. 


Dist. 54 parents should understand 


this fact and accept it. 


Contractors are presently hurrying 


to get Nathan Hale School completed 
so that pupils can move in after spring 
vacation. These pupils have been at- 
tending Campanelli and Dooley schools 
for half a day only 


ALTHOUGH SOME families may 


be inconvenienced by changes in s c h o o l boundaries, 
many gripes of parents have to be taken with a grain of 
•alt. Opinions of certain district residents are like con- 
crete — all mixed up and permanently set. 


It would be nice if there were a school within a block 


of each home in Dist. 54, but this is not possible. The 
district is presently building classrooms as fast as it can 
to meet Its needs. Double shifts are being avoided as 
much as possible 


Township residents are acting responsibly in being 


concerned about new school locations and safety of chil- 
dren in getting to and from school. Perhaps an addition- 
al crossing guard or a traffic light is required at certain 
schools 


But it is unreasonable to maintain that because 


school boundaries are now drawn a certain way, they 
must remain that way. 


DECISIONS ABOUT SCHOOL boundaries should 


properly be made only on the basis of what will benefit 
the district's educational program as a whole. One must 
draw the line between what will benefit one pupil or 
family and what will benefit the majority of pupils. 


Until the student enrollment in Dist. 54 reaches its 


peak, there are going to be changes in school boundaries 
for the district Moreover, there will continue to be bus- 
ing of students from an overcrowded area to a less 
crowded one 


Dist 54 administrators are now making plans for 


Khool boundaries in the coming year. These plans will 
become more definite late this summer when a more 
reliable estimate of pupils expected in fall is available. 


It is impossible in the next few years to avoid having 


shifting school boundaries in the district 


Because of the number of pupils to be educated, 


convenient neighborhood facilities cannot be provided for 
all students in Dist 54. 


SOME PUPILS ARE GOING to have to travel a mile 


or more to school. But just remember that the successful 
pupil i.x usually the one who "goes the extra mile " 


Since teachers are often expected to make certain 


personal sacrifices in time and effort to do the best job 
possible, it is not asking too much to expect parents of 
pupils to make some sacrifices also. 


There are bound to be some boundary changes in 


Dist 54 in the future, and Dist. 54 Barents should learn 
to live with them. 


Schaumburg Township cannot now have shift-less 


school boundaries. And it Is more important to avoid 
having shiftless people. 


Park Likes the Idea 


If Residents Do 


Schaumburg 
Park 
District 


would like to cooperate with 
High School Dist. 211 in con- 
struction of an indoor pool at 
the proposed Schaumburg High 
School if — on the basis of re- 
sults of an attitudes and interest 
study — this is what residents 
are discovered to want. 


"I think this could be a mar- 


velous program," Paul Derda, 
director of parks and recrea- 
tion, told the Herald yesterday. 


Derda commended Lyle John- 


son, 
a member of the high 


school district board of educa- 
tion and chairman of its devel- 
opment committee, on presenta- 
tion of "an excellently done and 
well-thought-out study" on the 
pool proposal at a meeting this 
week. 


HE SAID, however, that the 


park district would like to have 
been in on the ground floor 
planning outlined in Johnson's 
proposal. 


"My concern as park director 


is what our people, as a whole, 
want out of the district," he 
said noting that the Park dis- 
trict has operated as a taxing 
body only for the past two 
years.

He also said the park district 


has only a little over $1 million 
in available bonding power and 
indicated that the cooperative 
pool venture, "which I really 
feel is a tremendous idea, may 
be a little bit premature."

Blind Man's Walk Hindered 


A handicapped man's determination won out against tre- 


mendous odds this week in Wheeling with the help of police and 
the Northern Illinois Gas Co. 


Walter Kean, 21, of 99 W. Jeffery, walks over two miles to 


work each morning. The jaunt is a two hour trip for Kean, who 
is both blind and physically handicapped. 


KEAN, WHO leaves his home at 6:30 a.m. each morning, is 


employed at DOOR, Inc., a training and workshop center for 
mentally, emotionally, and physically handicapped persons at 
729 W. Dundee. 


The independence of being able to walk to work alone is im- 


portant to Kean, who has a sighted friend who walks homt; with 
him in the afternoon. 


Wednesday morning Kean met an unexpected obstacle, how- 


ever, as he walked along the sidewalk in front of the new munic- 
ipal building construction site. 


BECAUSE OF the installation of gas lines, the ripped-up side- 


walk was barricaded, and the young man fell when he hit the 
unexpected obstacles. 


Shaken but unhurt, Kean stood up, but found be bad lost his 


sense of direction. Wandering into the field alongside the con- 
struction site, he was spotted by Mrs. Andrew Koeppen, of 32T 
W. Dundee, who helped him back to the sidewalk and on his way 
to work. 


Mrs. Koeppen then called wheeling police to see if something 


could be done about the barricades. 


POLICE CHIEF M. 0. Horcher put the wheels rolling with a 


call to the gas company's northern division headquarters. When 
the situation was explained, James Dodd, a gas company spokes- 
man, 
assured police that the area would be smoothed by 


Wednesday afternoon and blacktopped by Thursday evening. 


Police called Kean's home to offer assistance Thursday morn- 


ing, but were assured that his mother would give him a ride to 
work until the area was repaired. 


Kean, however, apparently didn't find the obstacles and his 


adventure to be of major importance. When Wheeling police 
called DOOR, Inc. to check on the young man, he hadn't even 
reported the incident to his boss.

Prohibiting marijuana is not 


going to stop people from using 
it, Clements thinks. As long 
as marijuana is already so eas- 
ily available, a change in feder- 
al restrictions could benefit the 
communities a lot more than 
people are willing to realize, he 
said. 


"ORGANIZED crime is mak- 


ing a tremendous profit on ille- 
gal traffic In marijuana. It's an 
enterprising business venture. 
A s l o n g a s o r g a n - 
ized crime can be assured of 
these profitable gains financial- 
ly, they'll push marijuana re- 
gardless of the law." 


By placing the same restric- 


tions on marijuana as the feder- 
al government places on alco- 
hol, the economy would benefit 


from the revenue rather than 
supporting the syndicate's trea- 
sury, according to Clements. 


"As long as marijuana is 


being smoked, I see no reason 
why the government shouldn't 
benefit from the revenue gained 
by legal sale," he. explained. 
"I'm not pushing for an all-out 
campaign to legalize marijuana, 
and I don't necessarily think 
that the weed is great, nor do I 
approve of it. 


"HOWEVER, I do think that 


realistic restrictions on the sale 
of marijuana, regulated by the 
government, 
would 
possibly 


curb its widespread use by 
eliminating the thrill in pur- 
chase and also benefit us eco- 
nomically." 


Marijuana is not harmful to 


the user, according to Clements, 
because it is not habit-forming. 
However, it is possible that 


marijuana can lead to the use 
of harmful drugs, such as the 
amphetamines 
(speed) 
and 


LSD, he said. 


"But then, alcohol can lead to 


alcoholism and cigarette smok- 
ing can lead to cancer. If a per 
son needs a crutch in life, he'll 
find it regardless of the laws, 
whether it's drugs, alcohol, or 
anything else that is equally 
habit-forming and harmful." 


IN THE commissioner's esti- 


mation, the biggest threat today 
is not marijuana but the wide- 
spread lack of knowledge 
among students and their par- 
ents about drugs and drug 
abuse. 


He would like to see an 


educational 
program 
estab- 


lished in Mount Prospect to in- 
form children as well as adults 
about drugs and the dangers in- 
volved in using them.

to Dr. Donald Thomas, Superin- 
tendent of schools for Dist. 59, 
is not presently being planned 
— to his knowledge — as part 
of the curriculum for district 
schools. 


He said this during a meeting 


of the district's school commu- 
nity council, during a lecture 
aimed at defining "sensitivity 
training." 


Ideally, Thomas said, it's a 


method for people to enhance, 
t h r o u g h group participation, 
their own values. Properly con- 
ducted, directed by qualified 
leaders, Thomas feels sensi- 
tivity training can be whole- 
some. 


IT'S NOT therapy, but a mind 


expanding experience, he in- 
dicated. Thomas said the con- 
cept is ancient: Socrates used it 
in Greece when scholars were 
asked to explain their definition 
of many key words 


Sensitivity training, according 


to Thomas, is a process by 
which a person solidifies his 
own self-image, and realizes 
that his individuality is pre- 
cious. Once the person is con- 
vinced that he is a valuable hu- 
man commodity, he also real- 
izes that every human life is 
equally valuable. 


He also poKed out some pit- 


falls of sensitivity training. "In 
its violent extreme," Thomas 
said in response to a question 
from the audience, "it is the 
North Korean brand of brain- 
washing. They submitted pris- 
oners to extreme physical and 
mental torture. Permitted no 
rest. Eventually, the prisons 
were ready to say and believe 
anything the 'leader* directed." 


Thomas emphasized that such 


sensitivity training is not whole- 
some. 


THE VALUE OF sensitivity 


training, Thomas said, is deter- 
mined by the leader. He ex- 
plained the "T-group" technique 
now in use by American in- 
dustry, education, and some en- 
trepreneurs he labels as quacks. 


Basically, a group of volun- 


teers meet under the direction 
of an allegedly qualified leader. 
They talk. Express their feel- 
ings about many things. Dis- 
cussions get quite personal, 
people unburden their minds. 


"Like hypnotism, it can be 


used for good purposes 
or 


quackery. A qualified person 
can use hypnotism to help a 
patient. Or he can get on a 
stage and put subjects into a 
trance for a profit," Thomas 
said. 


"A SENSITIVITY training 


er can operate either way, also. 
No certification is necessary — 
as for a doctor or psychiatrist 
— for a person to practice in 


sensitivity training sessions." 


Thomas said there are certain 


guidelines that can indicate 
whether a sensitivity training 
program will be wholesome. 
The reationale behind the tech- 
nique, he explained, is based on 
answering four questions: 


1. Is man good or evil? If the 


practioner feels man is evil, he 
will try to improve the subjects 
by emphasizing their failures, 
through self-punishment. 


If the leader believes man is 


basically good, he will attempt 
to pinpoint the positive aspects 
of the individual, feeling that 
the person will reduce his weak- 
nesses by basing his actions on 
his strengths. 


2. CAN HUMAN behavior be 


modified by attacking and de- 
stroying his personal values? 
Thomas said that is the type of 
brainwashing used by Commu- 
nists against American service- 
men. 


Another approach is the Frue- 


dian Theory that all males have 
an Oedipus complex. Human be- 
havior can't be explained that 
simply, Thomas said. 


3. Can man change his behav- 


ior or does he have to be in- 
fluenced by an outside force? 
Negative 
sensitivity training 


practioners, Thomas explained, 
feel that a man does not know 
good from evil unless he is told. 


4. SHOULD BASIC behavioral 


changes be attempted early in 
life, or when a person is ma- 
ture. Thomas feels it can be 
harmful to try and change the 
value structure of older people. 


"I could make $1,200 a week, 


working weekends only, by con- 
ducting sensitivity training ses- 
sions." He said he has attended 
a workshop on the subject in 
Bethel, Maine. He does not feel 
that institution provides the 
type of training to prepare a 
session leader to operate on the 
positive side of the fence. 


He offered some points to con- 


sider when evaluating a sensi- 
tivity training program. "Select 
a highly competent leader. Such 
a person needs at least a mas- 
ter's degree in psychology, a 
doctorate in philosophy, or a 
doctorate in divinity. 


"No adult should enter such a 


session under any form of pres- 
sure. He should sincerely desire 
to attend, not be shamed into it 
by colleagues. 


"AS SOON AS anyone in the 


group starts practicing psy- 
chology, get out. Sensitivity 
training is not therapy, but a 
way to gain self-esteem." 


Thomas said participants in 


sensitivity training should not 
attend 
"marathon 
sessions," 


which can last 24, 48, or 56 
hours. "Such sessions lead to 
fatigue, people drop their guard

THOMAS SAID that any use 


of s e n s i t i v i t y training in 
schools, in his opinion, should 
be restricted to children with 
strong behavioral problems. He 
stresses that such programs are 
not to his knowledge, hi Dist 
59's plans. 


He reported, however, that 


about 30 faculty members are 
now involved in related si 
sions.

Prohibiting marijuana is not 


going to stop people from using 
it, Clements thinks. As long 
as marijuana is already so eas- 
ily available, a change in feder- 
al restrictions could benefit the 
communities a lot more than 
people are willing to realize, he 
said.

"As long as marijuana is 


being smoked, I see no reason 
why the government shouldn't 
benefit from the revenue gained 
by legal sale," he explained. 
"I'm not pushing for an all-out 
campaign to legalize marijuana, 
and I don't necessarily think 
that the weed is great, nor do I 
approve of it. 


"HOWEVER, I do think that 


realistic restrictions on the sale 
of marijuana, regulated by the 
government, 
would 
possibly 


curb its widespread use by 
eliminating the thrill in pur- 
chase and also benefit us eco- 
nomically." 


Marijuana is not harmful to 


the user, according to Clements, 
because it is not habit-forming. 
However, it is possible that 


marijuana can lead to the use 
of harmful drugs, such as the 
amphetamines 
(speed) 
and 


LSD, he said. 


"But then, alcohol can lead to 


alcoholism and cigarette smok- 
ing can lead to cancer. If a per 
son needs a crutch in life, he'll 
find it regardless of the laws, 
whether it's drugs, alcohol, or 
anything else that is equally 
habit-forming and harmful." 


IN THE commissioner's esti- 


mation, the biggest threat today 
is not marijuana but the wide- 
s p r e a d lack of knowledge 
among students and their par- 
ents about drugs and drug 
abuse. 


He would like to see an 


educational 
program

J asked to explain their definition 
of many key words. 


Sensitivity training, according 


to Thomas, is a process by 
which a person solidifies his 
own self-image, and realizes 
that his individuality is pre- 
cious. Once the person is con- 
vinced that he is a valuable hu- 
man commodity, he also real- 
izes that every human life is 
equally valuable. 


He also pointed out some pit- 


falls of sensitivity training. "In 
its violent extreme," Thomas 
said in response to a question 
from the audience, "it is the 
North Korean brand of brain- 
washing. They submitted pris- 
oners to extreme physical and 
mental torture. Permitted no 
rest. Eventually, the prisons 
were ready to say and believe 
anything the 'leader' directed." 


Thomas emphasized that such 


sensitivity training is not whole- 
some. 


THE VALUE OF sensitivity 


training, Thomas said, is deter- 
mined by the leader. He ex- 
plained the "T-group" technique 
now in use by American in- 
dustry, education, and some en- 
trepreneurs he labels as quacks. 


Basically, a group of volun- 


teers meet under the direction 
of an allegedly qualified leader. 
They talk. Express their feel- 
ings about many things. Dis- 
cussions get quite personal, 
people unburden their minds. 


"Like hypnotism, it can be 


used for good purposes 
or 


quackery. A qualified person 
can use hypnotism to help a 
patient. Or he can get on a 
stage and put subjects into a 
trance for a profit," Thomas 
said.

No certification is necessary — 
as for a doctor or psychiatrist 
— for a person to practice in 


nique, he explained, is based on 
answering four questions: 


1. Is man good or evil? If the 


practioner feels man is evil, he 
will try to improve the subjects 
by emphasizing their failures, 
through self-punishment. 


If the leader believes man is 


basically good, he will attempt 
to pinpoint the positive aspects 
of the individual, feeling that 
the person will reduce his weak- 
nesses by basing his actions on 
his strengths.

4. SHOULD BASIC behavioral

being smoked, I see no reason 
why the government shouldn't 
benefit from the revenue gained 
by legal sale," he explained. 


"I'm not pushing for an all-out 
campaign to legalize marijuana, 
and I don't necessarily think 
that the weed is great, nor do I 
approve of it. 


"HOWEVER, I do i,hink that 


realistic restrictions on the sale 
of marijuana, regulated by the 
government, 
would 
possibly 


curb its widespread use by 
eliminating the thrill in pur- 
chase and also benefit us eco- 
nomically." 


Marijuana is not harmful to 


the user, according to Clements, 
because it is not habit-forming. 
However, it is possible that 
marijuana can lead to the use 
of harmful drugs, such as the 
amphetamines 
(speed) 
and 


LSD, he said. 


"But then, alcohol can lead to 


alcoholism and cigarette smok- 
ing can lead to cancer. If a per 
son needs a crutch in life, he'll 
find it regardless of the laws, 
whether it's drugs, alcohol, or 
anything else that is equally 
habit-forming and harmful." 


IN THE commissioner's esti- 


mation, the biggest threat today 
is not marijuana but the wide-

about drugs 
and drug 


abuse.

Vote Urged 


To Meet Growth 


Arlington Heights School Dist. 25 will seek voter 


approval tomorrow for a three-year construction pro- 
gram. A "yes" vote on tht proposal is mer'ted. 


Approval of the referendum would ease over- 


crowding at Thomas and Miner junior high schools and 
provide elementary classrooms for children moving into 
new subdivisions. 


The building proposal would also give the district an 


opportunity to shuffle or combine special programs to 
provide room for some parochial school students if a 
private facility is forced to partially or completely 
eliminate its programs. 


Saturday's referendum would authorize the district 


to issue bonds for $2,385.000 over a three-year period to 
finance the construction plan. As the district is already 
at its maximum bonding level, the proposal would not 
raise taxes for residents, but would keep the rate for 
bonds and interest at the current leve Ifor an additional 
three-to four-year period. 


If the district receives voter permission to proceed, 


negotiations for a five-classroom addition to Rand Ju- 
nior High School, scheduled to open in September, could 
be made immediately, and probably at better cost, 
while builders are still on the site. An additional 12 
rooms are scheduled for tlie school by September, 1971. 


A new elementary facility on the Rand property is 


included in the plan. The district, which worked with 
village officials in projecting future population growth, 
estimates that about 700 new homes and apartment 
units will be built in the next four to seven years in the 
area north of Rand Road. 


If the dwellings produce elementary children at the 


usual rate, some 525 K-5 students will join the school 
system. Nearby Ivy Hill School already faces a shortage 
of two to four rooms next year. 


Extra classrooms for Dunton and Olive schools, 


both now busing children and both with additional build- 
Ing space in their areas, are scheduled next year. 


As the school population grows, the need for more 


special education classes will most likely keep pace. 
Many programs, such as those for children with learn- 
ing disabilities, are limited by law to 10 students and 
cannot be overcrowded. 


School officials have met with parochial school rep- 


resentatives in the community and are keeping abreast 
of current private school problems. 


The Board of Education of St. James Catholic 


Church officially endorsed the referendum, and is urg- 
ing parishioners to cast a "yes" vote to maintain top- 
quality facilities for all community children. 


We believe the schools need the additional 47 class- 


rooms. The district is planning to adequately meet the 
educational needs of district pupils.

(COG) was tabled for one week 
by Elk Grove Village board 
members Tuesday night. 


It w a s spearheaded by 


Trustees Eugene Keith and 
James Gibson, but the decision 
to table the matter received 
unanimous support. 


In making the motion to dis- 


continue membership in the or- 
ganization, Keith noted that the 
Des Plaines village board had 
unanimously agreed to drop 
from COG. 


AFTER THE board meeting, 


it was noted by several that the 
Elk Grove Park District had 
nearly dropped out but decided 
to stay in the council for at 
least one more year as "a cour- 
tesy" to Elk Grove Village 
Pres. Jack Pahl. 


Pahl is the chairman of COG. 
The village president was ab- 


sent 
from 
Tuesday's 
board 


meeting, and Keith, a presiden- 
tial aspirant in the April IS mu- 
nicipal elections, was selected 
chairman pro tern. 


At the end of the meeting, 


Keith handed the gavel to Vil- 
lage Clerk Eleanor Turner and 
made the motion. 


Without elaboration, he sim- 


ply said, "I move that Elk' 
Grove Village follow the lead of 
Des Plaines and not renew our 
membership in the Council of 
Governments." 


AFTER A brief pause, Gibson 


seconded the motion. 


Other board members ap- 


peared surprised at the action, 
but in the brief discussion that 
followed, Trustee George Coney 
noted, "We ought to review a 
lot of organizations we belong 
to." 


The expressed concern was 


that little benefit is being de- 
rived from membership in COG. 


Trustee Richard McGrenera 


said, "It's an area of concern 
for 
consideration,

Pres. Pahl isn't here, I suggest 
we defer action." 


"I'm not trying to sneak it 


through," Keith said, but he did 
want the matter discussed. 


WITH THAT, Trustee Ronald 


Chernick made a motion to 
table Keith's move; it was sec- 
onded by McGrenera. 


But voting or the tabling ac- 


tion didn't show the strength or 


weakness of Keith's position on derman was absent. 
the matter; the vote to table 
was unanimous. 


A tabled motion must come 


up for action at the next regular 
board meeting, and presumably 
Pahl will be present to defend 
the council and rally supporting 
board members to accept his 
viewpoint.

al entrenchment and tenure of 
office is equivalent to a self-im- 
posed seniority system." 


Contending that this doesn't 


represent 
"democratic 
pro- 


cesses that are representative 
of the people new to the com- 
munity," Ivans contended, "The 
only basis they can offer for 
their re-election is that to date 
they have at least functioned 
within the existing legislative 
framework of township govern- 
ment and nothing more." 


Ivans would like to see "re- 


vitalized township government," 
with "more active involvement 
on the part of the citizenry." 


He also proposed a citizens 


committee 
"relating to the 


elected in a para-political envi- 
ronment whereby involvement 
on the part of the citizenry is a 
constant rather than a quadren- 
nial variable." 


HE 
CHARGED, "To date 


there has not been a single 


statement" by the GOP, "not 
even a fragmentary indication 
as to what direction they would 
take or what they could ofier 
the people of Elk Grove Town- 
ship." 


Why? Ivans added, "This is 


because they have nothing to of- 
fer. They have no platform. 
They prefer the status quo." 


To the contrary, he said, the 


ACP "belitves the residents of 
the unincorporated areas are 
recipient of inadequate and du- 
plicated county and township 
services, best served by local 
villages or municipal govern- 
ment." 


To that end, the ACP advo- 


cates annexations to local gov- 
ernment units. 


This, Ivans said, could result 


in real estate tax cuts at the 
township level or greater chan- 
nelling of funds into municipal 
governments to ease cost bur- 
dens there. 


defining "sensitivity 


Sensitivity training, according 


to Dr. Donald Thomas, Superin- 
tendent of schools for Dist. 59, 
is not presently being planned 
— to his knowledge — as part 
of the curriculum for district 
schools. 


He said this during a meeting 


of the district's school commu- 
nity council, during a lecture 
aimed at 
training." 


Ideally, Thomas said, it's a 


method for people to enhance, 
t h r o u g h group participation, 
their own values. Properly con- 
ducted, directed by qualified 
leaders, Thomas feels sensi- 
tivity training can be whole- 
some. 


IT'S NOT therapy, but a mind 


expanding experience, he in- 
dicated. Thomas said the con- 
cept is ancient: Socrates used it 
in Greece when scholars were 
asked to explain their definition 
of many key words. 


Sensitivity training, according 


to Thomas, is a process by 
which a person solidifies his 
own self-image, and realizes 
that his individuality is pre- 
cious. Once the person is con- 
vinced that he is a valuable hu- 
man commodity, he also real- 
izes that every human life is 
equally valuable. 


He also pointed out some pit- 


falls of sensitivity training. "In 
its violent extreme," Thomas 
said in response to a question 
from the audience, "it is the 
North Korean brand of brain- 
washing. They submitted pris- 
oners to extreme physical and 
mental torture. Permitted no 
rest. Eventually, the prisons 
were ready to say and believe 
anything the 'leader' directed." 


Thomas emphasized that such 


sensitivity training is not whole- 
some. 


THE VALUE OF sensitivity 


training, Thomas said, is deter- 
mined by the leader. He ex- 
plained the "T-group" technique 
now hi use by American in- 
dustry, education, and some en- 
trepreneurs he labels as quacks. 


Basically, a group of volun- 


teers meet under the direction 
of an allegedly qualified leader. 
They talk. Express their feel- 
ings about many things. Dis- 
cussions get quite personal, 
people unburden their minds. 


"Like hypnotism, it can be 


used for good purposes 
or 


quackery. A qualified person 
can use hypnotism to help a 
patient. Or he can get on a 
stage and put subjects into a 
trance for a profit," Thomas 
said. 


"A 
SENSITIVITY 
training 


er can operate either way, also. 
No certification is necessary — 
as for a doctor or psychiatrist 
— for a person to practice in 
sensitivity training sessions." 


Thomas said there are certain 


guidelines that can 
indicate 


whether a sensitivity training 
program will be wholesome. 
The reationale behind the tech- 
nique, he explained, is based on 
answering four questions: 


1. Is man good or evil? If the 


practioner feels man is evil, he 
will try to improve the subjects 
by emphasizing their failures, 
through self-punishment. 


If the leader believes man is 


basically good, he will attempt 
to pinpoint the positive aspects 
of the individual, feeling that 
the person will reduce his weak- 
nesses by basing his actions on 
his strengths. 


2. CAN HUMAN behavior be 


modified by attacking and de- 
stroying his personal values? 
Thomas said that is the type of 
brainwashing used by Commu- 
nists against American service- 
men. 


Another approach is the Frue- 


dian Theory that all males have 
an Oedipus complex. Human be- 
havior can't be explained that 
simply, Thomas said. 


3. Can man change his behav- 


ior or does he have to be in- 
fluenced by an outside force? 
Negative 
sensitivity 
training 


practioners, Thomas explained, 
feel that a man does not know 
good from evil unless he is told. 


4. SHOULD BASIC behavioral 


changes be attempted early in 
life, or when a person is ma- 
ture. Thomas feels it can be 
harmful to try and change the 
value structure of older people. 


"I could make $1,200 a week, 


working weekends only, by con- 
ducting sensitivity training ses- 
sions." He said he has attended 
a workshop on the subject in 
Bethel, Maine. He does not feel 
that institution provides the 
type of training to prepare a 
session leader to operate on the 
positive side of the fence. 


He offered some points to con- 


sider when evaluating a sensi- 
tivity training program. "Select 
a highly competent leader. Such 
a person needs at least a mas- 


in psychology, 
philosophy, or 


ter's degree 
doctorate in 
doctorate in divinity. 


"No adult should enter such a 


session under any form of pres- 
sure. He should sincerely desire 
to attend, not be shamed into it 
by colleagues. 


"AS SOON AS anyone in the 


group starts practicing psy- 
chology, get out. Sensitivity 
training is not therapy, but a 
way to gain self-esteem." 


Thomas said participants in 


sensitivity training should not 
attend 
"marathon 
sessions," 


which can last 24, 48, or 56 
hours. "Such sessions lead to 
fatigue, people drop their guard 
excessively and say things they 
regret later. This can lead to 
guilt, shame, and destroy any 
positive 
value the 
program 


might otherwise have." 


A man asked, "Couldn't such 


sessions tend to reduce a group 
to a common denominator? 
Wouldn't persons with higher 
values tend to think they are 
trying too hard to be good, and 
lower their standards? 


Thomas answered, "It's like a 


classroom situation. It depends 
on the teacher. The better 
teacher will have a group, say 
four and five. When the term is 
over, he will have a wider 
spread — probably fours and 
tens. The poor teacher, on the 
other hand, will cause the group 
to be more nearly equal." 


THOMAS SAID that any use 


of s e n s i t i v i t y training in 
schools, in his opinion, should 
be restricted to children with 
strong behavioral problems. He 
stresses that such programs are 
not to his knowledge, in Dist. 
59's plans. 


He reported, 
however, that 


about 30 faculty members are 
now involved in related ses- 
sions.
